A CONTEST FOR PRECEDENCE OF 
BILLS. 
—— 
es Which Are Struggling for Considera- 
Taek an abe House-—Mr. Hoar’s Nations! In- 
quest Bill—Secretery Manning Meard 
From Washington News.

Wastirscton, June 6.--In the honse of 


representatives the week will open, after the 
vsual influx of bills tomorrow, with action 
upon motions to suspend the rules and to pass 
various bills making appropriations for the 
erection of public buildings. It was intended 
to call up the legislative, executive and judic- 
ial appropriation bill Tuesday morning, but it 
is now probable that its conductors will vol- 
untarily allow the voteto be first taken on the 
Pacific railroad extension bill, which comes 
over as the unfinished business from last 
week. It is highly probable the house 
will be full occupied with the legislative bill 
the remainder of the week, but if any time 
should remain after its passage, Mr. Herbert 
will ask the house to comsider the naval ap- 
propriation bill. 
IN THE SENATE. 

The measures which it is thought wil! be 
the probable subjects of discuseion in the sen- 
ate the coming week can be definitely stated, 
but the order of their coming upis not yet 
fully settled. There is likely to bs a contest 
over the reference of the house oleomarga- 
rine bili between Senator Miller, as chairman 
of the committee on agriculture, to which 
sepate bills and petitions on this subject have 
been referred, and Senator Morrill, chairmin 
of the committee en finance, which committes 
claims jurisdiction of the house bili on the 
ground that it is arevenue measure, The re- 
port of the senate conferees, of their failure to 
agree with those of the house in regard to}the 
eepvate amendments to the postoffice appropri- 
ation bill, is expected to give rise to an inter- 
esting debate, the controversy being chiofly 
upon the so-called subsidy feature. The con- 
sular and diplomatic appropriat on bill, which 
is the unfinished business of the senate, will 
be disposed of, and the appropriation commit- 
tee expect to report and bring up for action 
during the week the naval appropriation and 
army appropriation bills. Senator Wilson, 
of lows, intends to call up the vat» of 
the Des Moines river land bill. The North- 
ern Pecific forfeiture bill and the bill repesl- 
ing the preemption and timber culture laws 
are the special orders for the dates already 
past, and by virtue of this fact are entitled to 
consideration before any other measures, ex- 
ceptthe appropriation bills on the calendar. 
Should there be any time not consumed in the 
discussion of the measures above named, it is 
expected the honse bill to forfeit. -cer- 
tain lends granted the states of Mississippi, 

labama and Jouisiana, to aid in’the con- 
struction of railroads, and Sanator Hoir’s 
bill to provide for inquests finder national 
entbority, will be called. Mr, Hoar has given 
notice of his purpose to call up before the end 
of the week his resolution providing for a 
constitutional amendment to change the time 
for the expiration of the presidential term.

A BAND OF ASSASSINS. 


Seeking to Gain Contro) of all the Labor 
Organizations. 

SeaTTLe, W. T., June 6.—Uunited States 
grand jury found indictments against ten 
leaders of the recent anti-Chinese riots, in 
this city. The jury’s report submitted yester- 
day, 6 an extraordinary document. Italleges 
that evidence had been laid before the jury 
eviticient to convince them that there exists 
throughout the country a treasonable organi- 
zation known as the “Red American Interna- 
tional Workingmen’s Association.”’ This or- 
ganization is described at great length. Among 
other things the reporteays: “This association, 
with all its branches, is essentially anaichical 
in theory and practice. The main articles of 
its creed are arson, robbery and murder. Its 
proclaimed purposeis the overthrow of our 
government, and the erection upon its ruins 
of a so-called socialistic commonwealth. The 


pdlicy pursued by this association is to secure | 


control of all the laber organizations,‘ and 
particularly the Kuights of Labor; to see to it 
that the officers of a!) labor organizations are 
cbosen from scientific socialists; to employ 
evel y means to produce discontent among the 
people, and to stir up on all oecasions and at 
a)l times as much strife and agitation as pos- 
sible. PMore than a year ago the Pacific coast 
was selected as the most favorable ground on 
which to start the movement for the subver- 
sicn of the government. Last fall branches 
of this organization were established at 
Seattle, Tacoma, Olympia and other points on 
Puget sound. The agitation of the Chinese 
question wasto be made at cnce the pretext 
ard cover for treasonable operation and 
scicntifie socialists. The labor organizations 
woe, although unknown to the main body, 
members systematicalhy worked to promote 
treasonable objects and purposes of the scien- 
tific socialists. All the disturbances and out- 

aces on Puget sound the last six months 
srising nominally from the agitation 
of the Chinese question were really fomented, 
incited, guided and produced by this infa- 
mune association, whose real aims and designs 
have been studiously kept from the knowi- 
ecce of the real workingmens’ organizations. 
The scientific socialists of the Red American 
international workingmens’ association, are 
chown, by unmistakable documeatary evi- 
dence before us, to be secretly instructing their 
deluded, ignorant and brutatized followers 
in the means of practically applying dynamite, 
how to seize armorics and military stores, how 
to prevent the departure of troops from con- 
ccntrating points, and how to imprison and 
destrey men of property and influence. To 
eccomplish this end, this association instructs 
its members to be particularly active in labor 
organizations. This red handed band of assas- 
sins hassettled npon our portion of the union 
as the first point of atteck.

ORANGE AND CATHOLIC. 


Riotous Events Reported from the North of 
Ireland, 

BeE_rast, June 6.--The funeral of Curran, 
the young man who lost his life by drowning 
during the recent Orange-Catholic riots, took 
place today. The body was followed to the 
cemctry by a procession of 20,000 Catholics. 
A bedy of Orangemen threw stones at the pro- 
cession, and the Catholics in retaliation made 
an assault on the Orangemen, and drove them 
away. A vumber of shots were fired, one man 
was stabbed and several persons cut on the 
head. Finally the police succeeded in resto- 
1ing order. The Catholics smashed the win- 
dows of the Broadway linen factory. Theré 
was some further disturbance late in the even- 
ing. Vhilip Rice, driller, and John Beattie 
and Alexander Stewart, fitters, were arrested 
on tho charge of ricting Friday, and murder- 
ing young Curran. James McMurray, Catho- 
lic, Was arrested on a charge of firing a re- 
volver from the funeral procession today. 


Murdered for Malice or Money. 

ST. Lovrs, June 6.--Reports from Shelbina, 
Mo., say Jndge Joseph Hunolt, the wealthiest 
farmer and stock raiserin Shelby county, Mo., 
was murdered on the highway near his home 
at Heger’s grove, late Friday night last. His 
body was found in the brush near tho road, 
with two great gashes in his throat and three 
pisto] shot woundsin his shoulder and side. 
The perpetrator of the deed is unknown, but 
suspicion rests upon a certain person, and at 
Jast accounts the sheriff had goneto the sane. 
Opinion is divided as to whether the murder 
was committed for malice or money. 


Bolt and Nut Works Burned. 


LFBANON, Pa., June 6.—The works of the 
Pennsylvania bolt and nut company, the larg:

thisafternoon. Four large brick buildings 
were consumed with contents, embracing a 
large amount of finished stock and valuable 
machinery.

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THE VULGAR RICH. 


THE CHARACTER OF THE LATE 
COMMODORE VANDERBILT. 

A Man of Great Profanity and Very Course Habits— 
The Attempt of the New York Gun to Set Him 
Up as Gentleman-—fopics Connected 
With Peesident’a Wedding—Etc. 


New York, June 6.—({Special.|--My old 
friend and revered employer, the New York 
Sun, bas lately failen in love with the whol: 
of the Vanderbilt family, and even with some 
of its attachments, like Chauncey M. Depew, 
and even the Drexel-Morgan syndicate. No- 
thing with which the name of Vanderbilt is 
connected ts ¢ver mentioned now in the Sun 
except in terms of superlative praise. More 
than that, ifanybody attempts to say anything 
against even the dead members of that ilins- 
trious family he is likely to be taken to task 
by somebody on the editorial staff of this 
brilliant journal. Thus, a few days ago, Tar 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION alluded in some way 
tothe late Commodore Vanderbilt as “rough 
and uncouth.” The Sun immediately took up 
this statement and published an editerial 
paragraph saying: 

‘‘A most unequivocal mistake is made by our 
esteemed contemporary, THE ATLANTA CONSTITU- 
TION, when itspeaks of the late Commodore Van- 
Gerbilt as ‘rough and uncouth. This is totaliy 
contrary to the fact. it would be difficult to name 
any gentleman in New York more powerful in his 
personality more graceful of person, more distin- 
guished in bearing, or one bora ofgreater elezance 
of manner than Commodore Vanderbilt. Certain- 
ly Wall street does not efford his like, nor is his 
superior found in the whole city.’’ , 

Now a newspaper, just as the old clans did, 
can make its object to protect the social, pub- 
Jie avd financial interests of a family, but 
there must be a limit to everything. To say 
that the late Commodore Vanderbilt was 
more powerful in his personality, more grace. 
ful of person, more distinguished in bering, 
or born to greater elegavcso of manner thaa 
any gentleman in New York is simply child- 
ish talk. He produced upon me the same im- 
pression When I was a school boy, aud he 
came to Europe on board his yacht, the North 
Star. At all the ports where the yacht 
touched, flying the flag of the New York yacat 
club, it was received with customary cour- 
tesies, and of course relieved from all 
the port charges and dues imposed upon 
other vessels. in return for that Commodore 
Vanderbilt allowed peopie tocome and view 
nis yacht, which was quite a novelty in Eu- 
rope, for no one there had seen before a plea3- 
ure vessel] asclegantly titted as this was, aad 
able tocrossthe ocean. I will never forget 
the impression which Commodore Vanderbilt 
produced upon my youthful imagination when 
I saw him standing near the whecl, with his 
white “choker,” andiu the commanding aiti- 
tude Which every body knows to have been 
inberentin him. The image of his personali- 
tv remained engraved in my memory as deep- 
jy as some of the noblest figures of Van Dyck 
or Velasquez. Itseemedtome at that time 
that with the exception of Lord Palmerston 
and Prince Albert, the husbaud of Queen Vic- 


toria, I had never seen in my life a 
more commanding and noble figure than 
that of the white-chokered American 


willienaire, The impression of that person- 
klity kept in my head for a great number of 
years, but when, some twenty-five or thirty 
years later, 1] came to this country and saw 
the very same white-chckered commsadore 
driving in a buggy to Macom!’s Dam, driuxk- 
ing pin and sugsr with the common-looking 
men he esseciated with, taking with his fin- 
gers pieces of culd corned beef from the free 
Junch counter dish, and using the language 
that be did, all my youthful illusions were 
gone. Wher I subsequently learned about 
jis relations with the clairvoyants and the 
ecitoresses of a free love paper, the sisters 
Vocdbuall and Claflin, the case of the old com 
mecore was settled in my miad, It was, of 
course, of no consequence to him, but it was 
of great benefit to mea. 

To say that it wou!d be difficult to name any 
gentiemanin New York “imore powerful in 
his personality, more graceful of person, more 
distinguished in bearing, or cne born to greater 
clegance of manner than Commodore Vander- 
bilt’ isa piece of absolute absurdity. That 
the man had a phenomewal genius for business 
and a most commanding appearance cannot be 
questioned, but that be had in hiscomposition 
any of the elements which makea gentleman 
capnct be asserted. A good story illustra- 
ting this is told apropos of one of 
the games of Whist which he 
uscd to have in the Union club, Twomoreor 
less bashful and punctilious Englishmen were 
introduced into the club and taken into the 
card room to see the great American genius 
playing whist. They were dazzled by his ap- 
pesrance, and one of them remarked that he 
would like to see him stand up and talk. They 
waited awhile, and when the rubber was over 
the commodore did get up, showing his six 
feet odd, and saying to his partner: ‘‘Damn 
your soul to hell! Why did you not lead 
trumps ?” 

Another instance of the peculiarities of this 
person, ‘most graceful in bearing and born to 
great elegance of manner,” can be derived 
from the following little incident: He was in 
the babit of drawing up himself the basis of 
the contrse‘s with all the men he employed 
and giving the draft afterwards tosome lawver 
to put itin shape. One day he had to make 
a contract for a ferry-boat boiler. He wrote it 
out, spelled the word boiler ‘‘b-o-y-l-a-r,”’ and 
gave itto his young legal adviser, Samuel 
Larger, to putitin shape. Of course the first 
thing Barger did was to change the spelling of 
the werd boilerand when he began to dogo the 
commodore said to him: ‘‘Look here, S?muny, 
if you don’t spell boiler b o-y-l-a-r, how the 
hell do you spell it?” 

All this dcesn’t interfere with the fact that 
that the nan wasa genius, butit certainly 
docsn’t make of him the most distinguished 
and graceful person in New York. Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Vancerbilt told me hiimself, some 
seven or eight vears ago, that his father called 
him “a dirty tucker’ in pablie, considerel 
him unfit forany business, andthat, conse- 
quent upon it,Mr. William H. avoided meeting 
his father in presence of any outsider. That 
was certainly a queer way for the most graca- 
ful person in New York to address his son. 
Then again, althongh business is business 
ina yeung country like this, and nobody 


begiudges a man if he deviates to some 
extent from the strictly legitimate 
path of making an bonest dol- 


Jar, there is a limit to everything, and one 
should certainly be drawn at the privileges 
which a man epjoysin joining a elab. This 
most graceful and distinguished person, when 
he went to Europe, joined the New York 
Yacht club for the sake of avoiding the pay- 
ment of boat charges and other dues, and re- 
signed the membership as soon as his trip was 
cver. 

All this seems to be enough to show the real 
nature of the man, bnt as all great men are, 
this one is subjected toa series of post-mortem 
considerations, and those who want to hurt his 


memory most will praise him most. To 
speak of him as the Sun does is an 
absolute absurdity. To say that Wal! 
street doesn’t afford his like is silly. If 


the majority of the members of the stock ex- 
change are not particularly refined in their 
manuer, there is a large number of them who, 
by their social accomplishments and manners, 
surpass anything that the late commodore had 
any conception of. To say that in the way of 
elegance of Manners no man superior to the 
commodore could be found in New Yor« is 
another absurdity. Mr. Charles A. Dana hin- 
relf i8 one, ex-President Arthuris ancther, Mr. 
William RB, Travers is still another, and hun- 
dreds of other names could be given here, in- 
cluding those of his own grandsons. 

The recent bequeste which the Vanderbilt 
family made for the public benofitin New 


York have changed public opinion in regard 
to them, and the Sun might possibly have 
been influenced by the same motive. Bat 
everything should have its limit. The Yan- 
derbilts did actually give a million or so for 
the endowment of medical institutions. Sap- 

ethat at different times they gave another 
million to other charities (young Cornelius 
Vanderbilt is reputed to be very liberal 


in that way). What does _ this | 
amount to? It is barely 1 per cent. 
of the fortune which they made 


out of this country and out of this nation. To 
be sure, this is nota liberal repayment for fa- 
vors received. Andrew Carnegic, who has 
probably not one-tenth of the Vanderbilt for- 
tune, has recently given $500,000 to Pittsbarg 
and $250,000 to Allegheny City for establish- 
ing free libraries, and that besides heavy dis- 
bursements which he constantly does for simi- 
lar purposes, Then, again, look at the dona- 
tions which Peabody made in histime. Where 
are the Vanderbilts when compared with this 
class of men ?

THE LEARNED WOMAN. 


THE ADDRESS @F MR. PASCAL J. 
MORAN. 


Delivered Before the Alumnz of the Girls’ High 
School of Atlanta-The Highest Type of Wo- 
man Produced by Religion; Tnerefore, 

Her Education Should be Religious. 


The address of Mr. P. J. Moran, delivered 
before the alumnr society of the Girl's High 
schoo! on Friday, May 28th, was So interest- 
ing and contained so’many valuable sugzes~ 


its publication. A numberof prominent gen- 
tlemen requested Mr. Moran to allow it to be 
published. Yielding to their request, Mr. 
Moran submitted the copy, which fvllows: 

While'l can by no means say that 1 have had no 
difieulty or embarrassment in obtaining my con- 
sent to respond to the request to address youonthe 
present occasior, I yet can say that Ihave not had 
equal difficulty or cumbarrassment in selecting an 
appropriate sulect. The occasion is very justly 
entitled to a Geeperand broader address than [ 
have had either the time or the ability to pre- 
pare. When one, however, under whatever iuto- 
werd circumstances, does the best he can, he has a 
tight to expect the indtligence of his hearers. 
And conscious of having had the disposition and 
puree to do this under the present circumstances, 

shall speak to you with theconfidence that you 
will have the kindly heart that “takes the will for 
the Geed,’’ and that will be charitable toward de- 
fects,and my inability to attain my own ideal. 

The oceasfon suggests at once an appropriate 
fubject. I am to speak to and on behalf of woman, 
and therefore ‘The Woman (uestion’”’ is the fitting 
theme. -But it is to a distinct and special class 
that 1 speak, and therefore | must specialize some 
phase ofthis question. My auditors are the alum- 
rae of this high school. They are those who have 
completed, the curriculnm of this institution, and 
have cen graduatcd in its highest technical leara- 
ing. Some of you sre jnst emerging from this 
graduation, While otheis having gone from it for 
scime years, have had the opportunity of exercising 
the power that it is recognized as having been im- 
parted to rou, and of testing to @ greater or less ex- 
tent their practical value. I, therefore, ask you to 
consider with me for a thort time the legitimate 
functions and responsibilities of the learned wo- 
man.

Sermons op “ "he Laber Question,” His Subject 
Being Monopoly and Communism Strug- 
glirg for Possession of the Land. 
a nnaied 

Brooxiyn, N. Y., June 6.—([Special. ]—Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D, preached today in 
€he Brook!ny tabernacle, the fourth of his se- 
ries of sermons on “the labor question.” His 
subject was,“Monopoly and Communism strug- 
gling for the possession of this country.” Bo- 
fore begivning*his sermon he announced that 
the congregation would make a trip to the 
Thoutand Isics on the 26th inst. : 

The text was Isaiah, chap. ixii, v.14. “The 
Lord delighted in thee, and thy land shall be 
married.’ Following is the sermon in cull: 

As the greater includes the less, so does ths 
circle of future joyfaroand our entire world 
include the epicycle of our own republic. 
Bold, exhilarant, umque, divine imagery of 
the text! So many are depressed by the l:- 
bor agitation and think everything in this 
country is going to pieces, 1 preach this morn 
ing a se:won of good cheer and anticipate the 
time wh+n the Prince of Peace andthe Heir of 
wniversal dominion shall take possession of 
this pation and “Thy land shall be married.”’ 

lu discussing the final destiny of this nv- 
tion it mukes all the difference in the world 
whether we are onthe way toa funeral ora 
wedding. The Bible leaves no doubt on this 
subject. In pulpitsand on platforms and in 
places of public concourse, I bear so many of 
the muilicd drums of evil prophecy sounded, 
as though we were on the way to national 
intcrment, and beside Thebes and Ba»ylton 
and Tyre in the cemetery of dead nations 
our republic was to be entombed, that I wish 
youto understand it isnot to be obsequies, 
but vuptials: not mausoleum but carpeted al- 
tar; not cypress but orange blossoms; not re- 
quiem but wedding march for “Thy land 
shall be married.” 

I prepese to name some of the suitors who 
are claimirg the hand of this republic. This 
land is so fair, sobeautifal, so aftiuent, that it 
has mapy suitors, and it will depead much up- 
on your : advice whether this or that shail be 
accepted or rejected. 

Inthe first place, I remark: There is a 
giecdy, 2/i grasping monster who comes in as 
snitor seckivg the hand of this republic, aud 
that mous’er is known by the name of Monop- 
oly. His sceptre is made out of the iron of the 
rail track and the wire of telegraphy. He does 
everything for his own advantage and for the 
robbery of the people. Things have gone on 
from bad to worse until in the three legisla- 
tures of \«w York, New Jersey aud Pennsyl- 
vania, forthe most part. Monopoly decides 
everything. If Monopoly favor a law it passes. 
If Monopoly oppose a law it is rejected. 
Monopoly stands in this railroad depot 
putting into his pockets in one year two hun- 
dred milliovs of dollars in excess of all rea- 
sonable charges for service. Monopoly holds 
in his one hand the steam power of locomo- 
tives, and in the other, the electricity of swift 
communication. Monopoly decides nomina- 
tions and clections—city elections, state elec- 
tions, national! elections. With bribes he se- 
cures the votes of legislators—giving them 
free passes, giving appointment to needy rela- 
tives to lucrative positions, employing them 
as attorneys if they aré lawyers, carrying 
their gocds fifteen percent less if they are 
merchants; and if he findsa case very stub- 
born, as weil as very important, puta down be- 
fore him the hard cash of bribery. 

But Monopoly is not so easily caught now 
as when. during the term of Mr. Buchanan, 
the legisiative committee in one of our states 
expressed aud exposed the manner in which a 
cértain reilway company procured a donation 

f public land, It was found out that thirteen 

f the senators of that state received $175,000 
among them: sixty members of the lower house 
of that state received five thousand and ten 
thouss:.d dollars each; the governor of the 
state received fifty thousand dollars; his clerk 
received five thousand dollars; the lieutenant- 
governor received ten thousand dollars; atl 
the clerks of the legislature received five 
thousand dollars each, while fifty thousand 
dollars were divided amid the lobby agents. 

That thing ona larger or smaller scale, is 
all the time going on in some of the states of 
the union, butitis not so blundering as it 
used to be. and therefore not as easily exposed 
or arrestcd, 

I tell you that the overshadowing curse of 
the United States to-day is. Monopoly. He 
puts his band upon every bushel of wheat, 
upon every sack ofsalt, upon every ton of 
coal; and cvciy man, woman aud child inthe 
United Stutes fee!s the touch of that moneyed 
cespotism. 

J rejoice that in twenty-four states of the 
union already anli-mouopoly leagues have 
been cstablished. God epeed them in 
work of !:beration! I wish thatthis question 
might be the question of our presidential elec- 
tions, and that we compel the political parties 
to recoguize it on their platforms. 

I have .othing to say against capitalists. A 
man has a right to all the money he can wike 
honestiy. There is nota laborer in the land 
that would not be worth a million dollars ifhe 
could. 1 have nothing to say against corpora- 
tions as stch—without them no great enter- 
prise Would be possibie; but what I do say is 
thatthe same principles are to be applied to 
capitalists aud to corporations that are applied 
to the pocrest man aud the plainest laborer. 
Whatis wrong for me is wrong for “great cor- 
porstions. IfI[ take from you your property 
without adequate compensation lam a thief, 
and ifa railway damage the property of the 
peopie without any adequate compensation 
that is a gigantic theft. Whatis wrong ona 
smail scele is wrong ona large scale. Monop 
oly in Urgiand has ground hundreds and 
theucsnds of ber best people into semii-starva- 
tion, and in Ireland has driven multitudinous 
tenanis almost to madness. 

_ Five hundred acres in this country make an 
Amnmiense farin. When you read that in Da- 


Kota territory Mr. Cass hasa farm of fifteen 


thousand acres, and Mr, Grandon twenty-five 
thousand acres, and Mr. Dalrymple forty thou- 
Sand acrcs, your eyes dilate, even though 
these farms are in great regions 
thinly inhabited. But whatdo you think of 
this which I take from the Doomsday Book, 
sbewing what monopoly is on the other side 
the sea? I give it as a warning of what it 
woulddo on this side the sea if in some law- 
ful way the tendency is not resisted. In 
Scotland, J. G. M. Heddle owns fifty thousand 
and four hundred acres; Earl of Wemyas, 
fifty-two thousand acres; Sir J. Riddell, fifty- 
four theusand and five hundred acres; Sir C, 
W. A. Ross, fifty-five thousand§acres; kL. H. 
Scott, fifty-nine thousand and seven hun- 
dred acres; Mr. S. Baird, sixty thous- 
and acres; earl of Dunmore, 
60,000 acre:; Dake of Roxburgh,60,000, acres: 
Far! of Moray, 61,700 acres; Countess of Home, 
62,000 acres; Ford Middleton, 63,000 acres; Mr. 
J. H. Johnston, 64,000 acres; Earl of Aberde sn 
63,500 acres; Mackenzie, of Dundonell, 64 000 
acres; Ear! of Airlie, 65,000 acres; Sir J. Colqu- 
houn, 67,000 acres; ©.

Such moropolies imply an infinite acreage 
of wretchedness. There is no poverty in the 
United States like that in England, Ireland 
and Scotland, for the simple reason that in 
those Jands monopoly has had longer and 
larger sway. Last summer, in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, after preaching in Synod Hall, I 
stocd ona chair in front of the hall and 
preached toan audience of twenty thousand 
people, standing in one of the most prosper- 
ous parts of the city, and reaching out toward 
the castle; as fine an array of strength 
and’ health and beauty as one ever 
sees. Three hours after I preached in the Grass 
market and tothe wretched inhabitants of 
the Cowgate and conongate, the audience ex- 
hibitipg the equallor and sickliness and de- 
spair that remains iv one’s mind like one of 
the visions of Dante’s Inferno, 

Great monopolies in any land imply great 
privation. The time wid come when our gov- 
ernment will have to limitthe amount of ac- 
cumulation of preperty. Uncenstitational, 
you say’ Then constitutions will have to be 
changed until they allow such limitation. Oth- 
erwise the work of absorption will go on, and 
the large fishes will eat up the small fishes, 
and the shad will swallowthe minnows, and 
the porpoise swallow the shad, andthe whale 
swallow the porpoise, and a thousand greedy 
men will own ail the worid, and five hundred 
of these will eat upthe other five hundred, 
end one hundred eat up the other four hun- 
dred, and finally there will be only fifty left, 
ard then forty, and then thirty, and then 
twenty, and then ter, and then two, and then 
one. 

3ut would a law of limitation of wealth be 
ubrighteous? IfI dig so “near my neighbor’s 
foundations in order to build my house that I 
endanger his, the iaw grabs me, IfI have a 
tennery or a chemical factory the malodors of 


which ipjure residents 1u the 
ncighborhoed, the law says: “Stop 


that.” If Idrain offa river from its bed and 
divert it to turn wy mill wheel, leaving the 
bed of the river a breeding place for malaria, 
the Jaw says: “Quit that outrage!’ And has 
not a gocd governmenta right to say thata 
few men shalluos gorge themselves on tle 
ccinfort and health and life of generations? 
“Your rights end where my rights begin.” 
Monopoly, brazen faced, and iron-fingered, 


vulture-hearted monopoly otfers his 
hend to this republic. He stretches 
i¢ cut over the lakes, and up 


the Pennsylvania and the Erie and the New 
York Central railroads and over the telegraph 
poles of the continent, and says: “Here is my 
heait and hand; be mine forever.’’ Let the 
millicns of the people, north, south, east and 
west, forbid the bans of that marriage—forbid 
them at the ballot-box, forbid them on the 
platform, forbid them by great organizations, 
forbid them by the overwhelming sentiments 
of an outraged nation, forbid them by the pro- 
test of the church of God, forbid them by 
prayer to high heaven. That Herod shall not 
have this Abigail. It shall not be to sl! de- 
vouring Monopoly that this land is to be mar- 
ried. 

Another suitor claiming the hand of this 
republic is Nihilism. Heowns nothing but a 
knife for universal bloed-letting, and a nitro- 
glycerine bomb for universal explosion. He 
believes in®no God, no government, no heaven, 
and no hc]! except what he can make on this 
earth! He slewthe czar of Russsia, keeps 
fimperor William, of Germany, practically 
imprisoned, killed Abraham Lincoln, would 
put to death every king and president on 
earth, and if he had the power would climb 
up until he could drive the God of heaven 
from His throne and take it himself—the 
universal butcher. In France it Is calle 
communism; in the United States it is 
called socialism; in Russia it is 
called nihilism. That last is the most graphic 
and descriptive term. It means complete and 
eterpal smashup. It would make tyre holding 
of property a crime, andit wonld drive a dag- 
ger through your heart and apply a torch to 
your dwelling; and turn over this whole lind 
into the possession of thefs and lust and rap- 
ine and murder. 

Where does this monster live? In St. louis, 
in Chicago, in Brooklyn, in New York, and in 
all the villages andcities ofthis land. The 
devil of destruction is an old devil, and heis to 
be seen at every great fire where there ts any- 
thirg to stea]J, and at every shipwreck where 
there is anything floating ashore, and at every 
railroad accident where there are overcoats 
and w: tches to bepurloincd, Ona small scale 
I saw it in my college days, when in our liter- 
aiy society in New York University, we lind 
an exquisite and costly bust of Shakespcare, 
sud one morning we found a hole bored tato 
the fips of the marble and a cigar iuserted. 
There has not for the last century beeua fine 


picture in your art gallery, or a _ grace- 
ful statue in your parks, or a fine 
ae on weer Wail, or a richly 


bound velume in your library, but would have 
bcen desnciied if the hand of ruftianism could 
have got at it without peril of incarceration. 
sometimes the evil epirit shows itself by 
throwing vitriol into a beautiful face, some- 
times by wilfully searing a horse with a ve- 
lecipede; sometimes by craShing the cart- 
whcrel against a carriage. 

Lic philosophy of the whole business is. 
ihet thereisa large number of people who 
either through their laziness or their crime 
own nothing and are mad at those who 
through industry and wit cf their own, or of 
their ancestors, are in possession of 
large resources, The honest __labor- 
ing classes never had anything to do with such 
murderous enterprises. It is the viilainous 
clas.es,who would not work if they had plenty 
of werk offcred them at large wages. Many 
of these suppose that by the demolitién of law 
eid order they would be advantaged, and the 
parting of the ship of state would allow them, 
as wreckers, tocarry ot] the cargo. It offers 
it’s band to this fair republic. It proposes to 
tezr to pieces the ballot box, the legislative 


hall, the congressional assembly. It would 
take this land and divide it up, or, rather 
divide it down. It would give as 


much to the idler as to the worker, to the 
bad astothe good. Nihilism! This panther, 
lLaving prowled across other lands, has set its 
paws on our soil, and it is only waiting Yor the 
time in which to spring upon itsprey. It was 


nibitism that massacred the heroic policemen 


of Chicago and St. Louis a few days ago, and 
that burned the railroad property at Pitts- 
burg during the great riots; it was nihilism 
that slew black people in our northern cities 
curing the war: it was nihilism that again 
aud again in San Francisco and in New York 
mauled to death the Chinese; it is nihilism 
that glares out of the windows of the drun- 
keries upon sober people as they go by. Ah! 
its power has never yet been tested. It would 
if it had the power, leave every church chapel, 
cathedral, schoolhouse, college and home in 
ashes. 

Let me say, it is the worst enemy of the la- 
boring classes in any country. The honest cry 
for reform lifted by oppressed laboring men is 
drowned out by the vociferations for Anarchy. 
The criminals and the vagabonds who range 
through our cities talking about their rights, 
when their first right is the penitentiars—if 
they could be hushed up, and the down- 
trodden laboring men of this 
country could be heard, there would be more 
bread for hungry children. In this land riot 
and blocdshed never gained any wages for the 
people, or gathered up any prosperity. In this 
land the best weapon is not the club, not the 
shillaleh, not fire-arms, but the ballot. Let 
not our oppressed laboring men be beguiled to 
coming under the bloody banner of Nihilism. 
It will make your taxes heavier, your wages 
emaller, your table ecantier, your chiidren 
hungrier, your suffering greater. 

Yet this Nibilism, with feet red of slauch- 
ter, comes forth and offersits hand for the 
republic. Shall the banns be proclaimed? If 
so where shall the marriage altar be? And who 
will be the ofliciating priest? Aud what will 
be the music? Thataltar will have to be white 
with bleached skulls, the ofliciating priest 
must be a dripping assassin, the music must be 
the:mothered groan of multitudinous  vic- 
tims, the garlands must be twisted of night- 
shade, the fruit must be apples of Sodom, the 
wine must be the blood of St. Bartholomew's 
massacre. No! Itis not to Nihilism, the san- 
guivital mouster, that this land is to be mar- 
ried. 

Another suitor for the hand of this nation 
ig Infidelity. Mark you that ail anarchists 
#10 infidels. Not one of them believes in the 
Bible, and very rareiy any of them belicve in 


| a God. Their most conspicous leader was the 


other day pulled by tie leg from under a bed 
in a house of infamy, cursing and blasphem- 
ing. The police of Chicago, explorieg t° 
des of the anarchists, found dynamite and 
vitriol and Tom Paine’s “Age of Reason,” aud 
obecene pictures, and complimentary ,biogra- 
phies of thugs and assassins; but not one Tes‘a- 
ament, not one of Weeley’s hymn books, not 
one Roman Catholic breviary. There are two 
wings to Infidelity—the one calls itself liberal- 
ism abd appears in highly literary magazines 
and is for the educated and refined; the other 
wing is in the form of anarchy and is for the 
vulgar. But both wings belong to the same 
old filthy vulture,“infidelity! Elegant infi- 
delity proposes to conquer this land to itself 
by the pen; anarchy proposes to conquer it vy 
bludgeon and torch. 

When the midnight ruffian despoiled the 


grave of A. T. “Stewart in S&t. Marx's 
churchyard, everybody was shocked; 
but Infidelity proposes something worse 
than that—the ~robbing of all the 


graves of Christendom of the hope of a resur- 
rection. It proposes tochisel out from the 
tonisbstone of your Christian dead the words, 
“Asicep in Jesus,” and tosubstitute the words, 
“Obliteration—annihilation.” Infidelity pro- 
poses to take the letter from the world’s Fath- 
er, inviting the nations to virtue and huppi- 
uess, and tear it up into fragments so small 
that you cannot read aword ofit. It proposes 
to take the consolation from the broken- 
heaited, and the seotbiug pillew from the 
dying. Infidelity proposes to swear in the 
président of the United States and the su 
reme court and the governors of states and the 
witnesecs in the court room, with their rigit 
bard on Paine’s “Age of Reasen,”’ or Voltaire’s 
“Philosophy of History.” It proposes to take 
away from this country the book that makes 
the difference between the United States and 
the Lnited Kingdom of Dahomey, between 
Ameé€rican civilization and Bornesian cannibal- 
ism. If infidelity could destroy the Scriptures 
if would in two hundred years turn the civil- 
izcG nations beck to semi-barbarism, aud then 
from semi-barbarism into midnight savagery, 
until the morals ofa managerie of tigers, rat- 
tlermakesand chimpanzecs would be botter 
than the worals of the shipwrecked buman 
race, 

The on}y impulse in the right direction 
that this world has ever had, has come from 
the Bible. It wasthe mother of Roman law 
and of healthful jurisprudence. That bok 
bas been the mother of all reforms an4 all 
Cbaritice— mother of English magna charta 
and American declaration of independence. 
Benjamin Frank}in holding that holy book in 
his hand, stood before an infidel club at Paris 
and read to them out of the prophecies of 
Habakuk, and theinfidels, not knowing what 
book it was, declared it waf the best poetry 
they had ever heard.. That book brought 
George Washington down on his knees in the 
snow at Valley Iorge, and led the dying prince 
consort to ask some one to sing “tuck of 
Ages.” 

i teil you that the worst attempted crime of 
the century is the attempt to destroy this 
book; yet infidelity, loathsome, stenchful, len- 
rous, pestiferous, rotten monster, stretches out 
its hand, ichorous with the second death, to 
tuke the hand of thisrepublic It stretches 
it out through seductive magazines and 
through caricatures of religion. It asks for 
all that part of the continent already fully 
scttled, and the two-thirds not yet occupied.

with the keys of the church and the Christian 
printing presses; then give me Wyoming, give 
me Alaska, give me Montana, give me Color- 
ade—give me all the states and territories 
weet of the Mississippi, and I will take those 
places and keep them by right of possession, 
long before the gospel can be fully en. 
trenched.” 

And this suitor presses his case appallingly. 
Shall the banns of that merriage be pro- 
claimed? “No!” say the home missionari s 
of the west—a martyr band of whoa. tie 
world is not worthy, toiling amid fatigues 
und malaria and starvation. “No! not if we 
can helpit. By what we and our children 
bave suifered we forbid the banns of that mar- 
riage!” “No!” say all patriotic voices, ‘our 
institutions were bought at too dear a price, 
and were defended at too great & sacrifice, to 
be so cheaply surrendered.” “No! says the 
God of Bunker fill and Independence hall 
and Gettysburg, ‘I did not start this nation 
for such a farce.” ‘‘No,” cry ten thousand 
voices, ‘‘to Infidelity this land shall not be mar- 
ried.” 

Put there is another suitor that presents his 
hand for the hand of this republic. He is 
mentioned in the verse fullowing my. test, 
where itsays: “As the bridegroom rejoiceti 
over the bride, so shail thy God rejoice oy 
thee.”

a suitor begeing a hand in marriage. 
Does this Christ, the King, 
deserve this land? Behold Pilate’s 
halland the insniting expectoration on the 
face of Christ. Behold the Calvarean mas- 
sacre and the awful hemorrhage of five 
wounds. Jacob served fourteen years for 


Rachel, but Christ, my Lord, the King, suf- 
fered-in torture thirty-three years to win the 
love of this wer!d. As often princesses, at 
their very birth, are pledged in treaty of$mar- 
triage to princes or kings of earth, so this na- 
tion at its birth was vledged to Christ for 
Divine marriage. Before Columbus and his 
hundred and twenty men embarked on the 
Sauta Maria, the Pinta and the Nina, for their 
wonderful voyage, what was the last thing 
they did? They kneeled down = and 
took the holy sacrament of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. After they caught the first glimpse of 
this country and the gun ofone ship had an- 
nounced it to the other vessels that land had 
been discovered, what was the songthat went 
up from allthe three decks?

The people of the United States are 
bappier thon any people on earth. It isthe 
testimony of every man that has travaled 
abroad. For the poor, more sympathy; for the 
industrions, more opportunity. Oh, how good 
God wes to our fatherz, and how good he has 
been to us and our children. To Him!—bles- 
sed_d be his mighty name!—to Him of cross and 
trinmph, to Him who still remembers the 
prayer ofthe Huguenots and Holland ref1- 
gecsovd the Pilgrim Fathers—to Him shall 
this land be married. O, you Christian pa- 
triots! by your contributions and your prayers 
basten on the fulfillment ofthe text.

nee of the party. His declaration showed 
that he had no right to be masquerading 
before the people of Georgia as the advocate 
of an organized democrat; and, as the Fort 
Valley Mirror;says, the friends of Mr. Ba- 
con should have called a halt right then. 
There is nd independentism in this cam- 
paign, so far as General Gordon is concerned. 
He is simply a candidate for the democratic 
nomination and nothing more, and when the 
3acon campaigners go into the blaek belt 
with their demoralizing talk ot a bolt, they 
show that they do not understand the tem- 
per of the democratic veters of the state.

A Revival of Old Rubbish. 

Many plain people among our readers are 
doubtless puzzled from time to time by what 
they see in the papers concerning the reviva! 
of Buddhism. This old religion, it must 
be recollected, died a natural death in In- 
dialong ago. During recent years a set of 
Theosophists, as they call themselves, have 
brought these pagan doctrines to the front. 
The Theosophists, strange to say, are in the 
main persons of culture, but it goes without 
saying that they are cranks of the first 
water. 

What is this peculiar belief? 
summarized itis this: 

Certain inspired Mahatmas, or brothers, of whom 
Koot Hoowi is chief, live in the Himalaya moun- 
tains. They are omniscient as regards mundane 
affairs, real clairyoyants, and ubiquitous in their 
movements. Esoteric Buddhism certainly ascribed 
to man seven principles: First, the Body; second, 
Vitality; third, an Astrai Body; fourth, an Animal 
Soul; fifth, a Human Soul; sixth, a Spiritual Soul, 
and seventh, a Spirit. The first three belong to 
hit earthly existence; the last four to his higher na- 
ture. Only ina favored few is there any develop- 
ment of the more exalted qualities. The Buddhist 
docuine of transmigration is modified to make 
every human being pass a series of seven lives fm 
as many worlds, and to repeat this process seven 
times. Each world develops seven subraces, 
through all which the individal must pass, thus 
having over five thousand lives in all. Finally 
the traveler reaches Nirvana, ‘‘a sublime state of 
conscious rest in existence.’’ He reaches it, we 
sav, but not necessarily. His progress is like that 
of the child in certain games of which a map and 
teeiotum form the principal features, A wrong 
move arrests his progress, and may send him back 
over Certain stages, 

It is almost impossible to credit the state- 
ment that in this enlightened age there are 
educated men and women in New York and 
Boston, and in London and Paris, who take 
stock in this dead nonsense. Yet such is 
the fact. They have their lectures, maga- 
zines and other publications devoted to 
Buddhism or Theosophy. 

One cannot help feeling a contempt for 
men and women who are so constituted that 
Christianity fails to satisfy their religious 
longings. In the synopsis given of the 
Theosophic belief is there anything that ap- 
peals at once to the human reason and the 
human spirituality with the force and the 
winning power of the Ten Commandments 
and the Sermon on the Mount? The re-es- 
tablishment of such a sect is one of the puz- 
zles of the age. It shows that culture does 
not necessarily bring people into the light; it 
sometimes presses them back into utter dark- 
ness.

Sherman Silenced. 

Generali Sherman is undoubtedly the 
most unfortunate man in the country. It 
seems to be an impossibility for him to 
make any sort of a statement, ora] or writ- 
ten, without being called to account and 
overwhelmingly crushed. 

The general’s latest misadventure oc- 
curred at ‘Indianapolis, where he stated 
ina speech that he did not attend the 
funeral of Vice-President Hendricks be- 
cause he was not invited, and because no 
place was assigned in the procession to the 
army and navy. 

After the speech General Knefiler, the chief 
maishal of the Hendricks funeral services, 
approached Cieneral Sherman, and asked for 
a retraction, saying: ‘‘I was chief marshal 
at ihe funeral of Mr. Hendricks, and I say 
that you were invited ; and further, there 
was a place in the procession for the army 
and navy, as you will see by looking at this 
programme.’’ 

General Sherman, being thus confronted 
with the facts, fell all to pieces, as it were. 
He was in a state of pitiable confasion, and 
made no denial, and attempted no explana- 
tion, except the vague admission that he 


had probably overlooked something. He 
then accepted the arm of a friend and har- 
riedly retired. There is said to be much 
bad feeling in Indianapolis over Shecman’s 
speech, as its statements were regarded a» 
ill-timed, as well as untrue. 

It is time for some medical expert who 
bes made astudy of nervous diseases to diag- 
nose General Sherman’s case. We do not be- 
lieve that the veteran is guilty of deliberate 
falsehood, but it cannot be denied that 
many of his utterances are untrue. He 
way be afilicted with something like heter- 
ophemy, a disease which causeg men to use 
ene word when they should use another of 
perhaps opposite meaning. Possibly some 
mental and nervous diserder forces him, 
when he has the facts of history in his 


mind, to write ard speak a lot of stuff of | 


the wildest and most imaginative character. 
The human mind is a queer machine at its 
best. It is unreliable, and gfays strange 
tricks. General Sherman should watch him- 
self. Itis mortifying t> his friends to see 
him in his old age working sixteen hours a 
day to brace up his veracity. 
A Just Verdict. 

Guilty of murder in the first degree is the 
verdict in the Maxwell case. 

Under all the circumstances the result is 
exceedingly gratifying. For a time the out- 
look was doubtful. The long delay in 
bringing the murderer to trial, the nature of 
the evidence and the strong fight made by 
the defense rendered a conviction very un- 
certain. The fact that oneof the witnesses 
for the prosecution was a detective, was cal- 
culated to excite sympatby for the detend- 
ant. 

Fortunately Maxwell was convicted by his 
own statements. His lyingtongue was from 
first tofast inhis way. Under a rigid cross 
examination he told how he killed his friend 
Preller; how he stuffed his body in the trunk 
at the Southern hotel; how he robbed him, 
and how he managed his flight to New Ze:- 
land. His plea that he had accidentally 
killed Preller while administering medic.l 
treatment was completely upset by the ex- 
perts who testified that the dead man hal 
never been afilicted with the disease which 
the murderer claimed that he was treating. 

This would have been sufficient, but whea 
it was shown that Maxwell had abandone: 
hisaged parents in England, renouncing the 
name of Brooks and assuming the names of 
Maxwell, Lennox-Maxwell, Tewlik, Percy 
Read and Theodore Cecil D’Auquier, there 
was a general feeling of disgust. The reck- 
less lying of the man, his numerous frauds, 
his selfishness and flippancy extinguished 
the last spark of sympathy in the breasts of 
the spectators of the trial. The verdict will 
satisfy everybody, and it only needs the 
work of the hangman to complete the tri- 
umph of law and justice.

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A STRANGE STORY. 


Jay Gould Badly Scared by Cominodore 
Vanderbilt. 
From a New York Letier. 

Jay Gould tells a strange story, which is 
apropos tothe St. Louis murder. Many persons 
who would liketo believe Maxwell’s account of 
his friend’s death cannot understand how an in- 
nocent man could lose his head so completely as 
he swears that he did from. sheer fright or from 
nervousness. Mr. Gould, who is the heroof his 
own story, explains this by his experiences, Long 
years ago, when he was younger, but notless au- 
dacious and ambijious, he called upon Commodore 
Vanderbilt totalk over some financial] projects. 
If I am not mistaken the interview 
occurred in the Depau row. It com- 
menced by commodore observing that 
they could talk quite at theirease, as they were 
alone in the house, the family having gone out to 
spend theevening. During the discussion which 
ensued the commodore became very much excited, 
and then suddenly fell back upon his chair in 
what appeared to be a fit. Mr. Gould declares that 
forafew moments he was frightenedfout of his 
senses, not by the dangerof the commodore. but 
by the thoughtofthe consequencesto himself. It 
flashed across his mind that he was known to be 
opposed to Commodore Vanderbilt, and that he 
would probably be accused of his murder if the 
commodore were found dead in the room with 
him. His first impulse was to get out of the house 
unscen by anybody. He felt completely lost and 
dazed. Of course this took up less time 
than is required to relate it, brit 
Mr. Gould insists that he suffered an eternity 
of agony in those few moments. Recovering hiin- 
self, he threw open the window, called and rang 
for assistance, tore off the commoddore’s neckscart 
and at length had the pleasure ofseeing the s.urdy 
veteran sit erect and speak intelligibly. When the 
commodore had regained his composure he begged 
Mr. Gould to say nothing about his sudden seizure, 
and explained that he had been stricken in that 
way several times before, and that there had been 
nothing in their conversation todisturb him es- 
pecially. ‘Those who listened to Mr. Gould’s story 
at once recalled the fact that W. H. Vanderbilt died 
from a similar seizure after a somewhat Siinilar in- 
terview with Mr. Garrett. This proves, among other 
things, that what the commodore called his ‘fits’ 
were transmitted with his milliousto his eldest 
Son.

A Canton Man Notices an Augusta Chron- 
icle Bugbear. 

CANTON, June 5.—Editors Constitution: We 
see in your issue of the 234 instant, the following 
paragraph taken from the Augusta Chronicle. 
~peaking of General Gordon, the Chronicle says: 

“He is supported by such a political element, 
that were his own record the best and brightest the 
people might hesitate before electing a man sur- 
rounded by these friends and influences,” 

Now, our people were very much surprised at this 
startling discovery. And, in fact, some of the 
women and chiidren and a few of the timid men, 
and especially the commisaries aud peacable folks 
who don’t want to hurt anybody or see any one 
hurt, were frightened out of their wits.

He was a dramatic figure in the war, illustrating 
the best qualities of the American sol 
dier, and he was a conspicuous 
Cemocratic leader in Georgia af:er the - war. 
With an imposing military figure and bearing, 
when he Came tothe senate in 1573 he speedily wou 
republicans, so far as his personal relations were 
concerned, and, throughout his careeras a senator, 
was a favorite, especially withthe Graut and Hayes 
administrations. 

He never hesitated to encounter the republican 
leaders in debate, and in more than oue instance 
won laurels by the skill and terseness of his ora- 
tory. When he resigned there was regret among 
senators and officials of the senate, because of his 
fairness in his intercourse with his official equals, 
and of bis urbanity towards the officers of that 
bedy. He was chairman of the commerce com- 
mitte, and it was proverbial that he filled that 
high station with dignity and ability. ae 

lis political career was as dramatic as his mili- 
tary career. Iam told that General Lee reposed 
confidence in his fighting capacity, Union soldiers 
te)}l me of their respect for Gordon’s gallantry on 
the field, and of his generosity after he had wou a 
battle. His first conspicuous achievements were 
at Seven Pines, as the confederates callit, or, as 
we callit, Fair Oaks. He figured in the Seven 
Days’ fights, and received five wounds at Antiet- 
am, amongthem being that which inflicted an 
ugly scar upon his cheek. 

Gordon reflects the southern hope of growth 
through energy and effort. At the surrender at 
Appomatox he addressed his soldiers with encour- 
agemnentastotheir future ds American citizens, 
and he acted upon that lesson in his senatorial 
career, though mauy times repelling what he be- 
lieved unjust accusations against ‘‘his people,’’ as 
the southern phase hasit. That isa provincialism 
that I remind some of my southern friends of oc- 
casionally; they say that we have in the north just 
as many provincialisms as they have. Perhaps

THE CULLOM BILL. 
An Interesting Letter From Hon. 8S. J 
Hammond, 

A short time ago the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce adopted resolutions touching the 
Cullom f{nterstate commerce bill. 

These resolutions were forwarded to Hon. 
N. J. Hammond, congressman from this dis- 
trict. 

Yeeterday Captain R. J. Lowry, president of 
the chamber of commerce, received the follow- 


ing letter from Congressman Hammond: 
Hovusk&.or REPRESENTATIV2S, } 
‘ASHINGTON, D. C., May 17. ) 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce: Gentle- 
men—For several daysI have been unwell, hence 

the delay in acknowledging the receipt of your 
resolutions of the 12th inst. as tothe Cullom inter- 
state commerce bill. 

The popular demand that common carriers, 
whose property was valuable chiefly because of 
the monopolies granted tothem by the public, 
should not use that property totheinjury of the 

ublic by such wrongs as upjust discriminations 

tween persons and places was both natural and 
just. 
; Legislative bodies have not been indifferent to 
that demand. Their care has been to deal with 
the subject so as to do least harm to those corpora- 
tions representing so much of the wealth of our 
citizens in them directly invested, and so much 
more indirectiy dependent on their prosperity, 
while enforcing all the rights of the public. 

So different are the circumstances of the rail- 
roads in any state, as to cost of construction and 
repairs, lengths, grades, directions, a A pg 
from other carriers, etc., that great difficulties ap- 

eared when fixed and unbending rules, applica- 

je to all in that state, were sought to be ns seta 
Many of the states solved the problem by having 
siate railroad commissions so organized as that, 
while they could protect the public, they allowed 
elasticity tothe system. Our own state so acted, 
wisely and to the satisfaction of our people. But 
under our form of government a state commission 
can deal only with commerce beginning and end- 
ing within that state. Like wrongs exist as to 
commerce “among the several states,’ and as to 
those wrongs a like demand comes from the peo- 
ple of the United States. But by so mmch asthe 
whole country exceeds one of its component states, 
the difficulties in fixing such unbending rulesin 
one of them increase wheu we consider all the 
railroads in all the United States. 

A railroad commission for the United States to 
gupplement the operations of state commissions 
and help themto formulate a plan by which to 
control both state and interstate commerce 
secms to me to be the logical result of the best 
thonght on this great business proposition. 

And because the Cullom bill, as it passed the 
senate freems substantially to supply the want of 
the situation, I expect to support the bill when it 
comes be fore the house of representatives for con- 
sideration.

From the Charlotte, N. C., Observer. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 29, 1886.—Mr. C.W. Alexan- 
der, Chairman Executive Committee, Charlotte 
Dear Sir: Yoursoftthe 27th tohanud, making in- 
quiry as to the report of business being demoraliz- 
ed, property depreciating and being vacated, and 
grass growing in the streets of Atlanta, to hand.

same time giving due regard and Charity to those 
- who differ. : 

About our business situation, I hand you a copy 
Of THE CONSTITUTION Of the 27th of May eontaiil 
ing interviews with many of our best business 
houses in different bran ches, whica poit iis to t! 
fact that the trade of Atlanta is better than it 
been at this time for several years. |] think this 
testimony would be sustained ‘by acomy: oar 1 ot 
the books of three-fourths of the firms i: 1 the City. 
It certainly agrees with what 1! have h: ar i from a 
great nany merchants during the past few weeks, 
Talsohand you THE CONSTITUTION of the o8th 
whic il notices a few of it the many uew busiues 5; @u- 
terprises starting here. This paper caunot be ac- 
enused of being partial to the proh ibition cause, 
and is, J think, about as nearly impartial author- 
ity as we have. 

The condition of trade mentioned above is in 
the face of the fact thet the country is buving less 
grain and provisions than for yearson aecount of 
the abundant home supply—and the trade in these 
articles is a large one usually in Atlanta. 

As to vacant stores I had heard something of 
this, ana to find out the exact truth I today hada 
yourg Man to count the number ot stores and note 
he yacant ones in the entire central part of At- 
lanta. This count, however, does not include the 
siores that are se: tttered on the onter part of town, 
as the part of Peters street, towards West End, or 
the low i porti on of Decatur street. The resuit is

Making a total of 40 vacant. Of tbese there are 
10 recently finished, and li in uudesirable locali- 
ties. I do not think there has been a time within 
three scars. when there were uot as mally as 25 
vacant stores and shops in the same section. 

As tothe dwelling houses th ere are more than 
usual vacant, but I do notthink near as mai iy as 
has been industriously reported. ‘They are nearly 
all undesirable bouses, and ] am satistied there has 
been a new dwelling begun or finished during the 
past few months for every one that is vacant now. 

But grant for the sake of argument (which I do 
not in reality, for I believe that Atlante is today 
one of the most prosperous and —— cities in 
the union) that Atlanta has had a temporary 
stoppage in growth, is it all to be charged to prohi- 
bition? Are times not hard in Richmond, and 
Chariotie, and Augusta? Is not real estate  uiet, 
and aré there not vacant stores and dwellings in 
Macon, and Montgomery, and Nashville? Atlanta 
is not different from other cities, and low-priced 
cotton and bad crops and lack of money have their 
influence here as well as in other places. 

My beliefisthatthe cities ofthe south will all 
grow as the country grows; that there will be sev- 
cral large interior cities in the south, and that 
Atianta will of necessity be.one ofthem: ar vi that 
the principles underlying the growth of cities are 
too broad and deep rooted to he diverted or chang- 
ed by either the sale or non sale of liqnor.

Rev. G. PB. Strickler, of the Central Proshyteriaa. 
Discourses On the Pian of Salvation—Dr. Lee, 
of Trinity, Preachesa Powerful Sermon
